due in some perhaps indirect way 
to an infestion by a germ of the 
streptococcus type. 
P e rha ps som e 
of the poisons developed by this 
germ in the body get into the b rain 
and nerv ous system . 
S om etim es the first appe a ra nc e 
of the sym ptom s is associated with 
fright, an accid ent or an e m o­ 
tional 
shock . 
Children who

quently m im ic the a ctions of other 
people m ay seem to have this d is­ 
ease b ut a hab it spasm is not to 
be confused with the tw itching of 
true chorea. 
Girls suffer with this condition

a ppe a r more often in certain f a m i ­
